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_ The day after I faced down the - 
elephant, we set out on our lion 
hunt. We loaded my Land Rove 
with supplies, and Songo, along 
with five of his friends and I, took 
off on our ride across the African 
‘Sahel—de eep into lion country. 

I should explain that there are 


two kinds of male lions: The ones 
you know have the big golden 
manes around their faces. 
But the lions of the Sahel look — 
a little different—and they are 
the most nervous and dangerous 
ofallthe lions. _ 

Songo’s plan was simple: 
We would find and enter the 


territory of a male lion, then 
wait for him to discover us. 

After driving as far as we 
could, we walked for two days 
without finding the trail ofa 
suitable lion. Finally, on the 
third day, Songo announced 
that we had entered the 
territory of his lion. How 
could he possibly know this? 
I asked him. Songo laughed. 
“It is easy,” he said. “The lion 
has left his markings all 
around his territory.” 

Songo pointed to claw 
marks on various trees, then 


and sniff the base of 
each of these trees. 
I did, and I noticed 
a faintly sour smell. 
~ “The lion has marked 
trees all around,” Songo 
explained, “and that is what 
you are smelling.” [It is 
common for animals to urinate 
in spots to “mark their 
territory.” Dogs and cats do this, 
for instance.] 
Once we had arrived 
in the lion’s 
territory, we no 
longer hunted 
him. We waited for 
him to come to us. 
Ssongo 
explained

the lion angry, since we were 
trespassing in his territory. Anda 
lion will fight to protect his 
boundaries. 

“T£ we talk, the lion will know 
there are humans on his property 
and this may scare him away. 
But if we are silent, the lion will 
smell only the presence of other 
male animals. Just wait,” 
continued Songo, “tonight the 
lion will let us know that he 
knows we are here.” 

That was one of the most 
terrifying nights of my life. All 
night the lion growled and 
roared, RRRROWWRR! 
RRRROOOWWRER! And the noise 
seemed to be coming from 
everywhere around us at once. 

Songo said that the lion was 
warning us. Lions have a code of 
honor. When another animal 
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has entered his 
territory, he will issue 
a warning before he 
attacks. The lion also 
wants to know how 
powerful we are, so he 
will wait until 
morning when he can 
see clearly. This night 
was our final chance 
to leave his territory unharmed. 
For lions, dawn is the time of 
deadly confrontation. 

When the first light of 
morning came, everything was 
silent. The silence was more 
frightening than the growling. 
Now it was time for Songo to face 
the lion alone. Determined not 
to be frightened, Songo rubbed 
his hands on the dusty ground, 
and touched the dust to his 
forehead and heart. This was his 
blessing from Mother Earth, he 
explained. Finally, he took his 
spear—a 6-foot-3-inch pole with 
a long iron blade—and stepped 
away from the protective circle of 
our camp. 

Songo was particularly 
worried because he had already 
failed his initiation three times. 
(Because of his failure, he had 
not been allowed to marry, even 
though he was 26 years old. 
Twice he had wanted to marry a 
woman and twice the woman got 
tired of waiting and married 
someone else.)

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Legend has it that the first dinosaur 

bone (a tooth!) was discovered by Mary 
“Ann Mantell when she was walking near 
her home in Sussex, England. It was 1822, 
and her husband, Dr. Gideon Mantell, just 
happened to be an avid fossil hunter. He 
said the tooth belonged toa huge, plant- 
eating reptile that lived during the 
Cretaceous Period. 

It wasn’t until 
1841 that another Englishman, Richard 
Owen, announced that these huge 
reptiles—or “terrible lizards”—once lived 
all over England, and most likely in the 
rest of the world, too. 

The news sparked worldwide 
dinosaur hunts. However, none were as 
successful as. the hunts led separately 
by Edward Drinker Cope and Q.C. 
(Othniel Charles) Marsh from 1860 on. 

Between.them, Cope and Marsh 
managed to.add 136 new ary to the’ 
dinosaur list.

Sometimes even scientists can’t 
make heads or tails of dinosaurs. 
Paleontologists from the American 
Museum of Natural History discovered 
a huge skeleton in 1898; they named 
it Brontosaurus. Its skull was missing, 
so they put another skull on the body. 

It was the wrong one. The one 
they’d stuck on belonged toa 
Camarasaurus. When they’d 
discovered their bone-headed stunt, 
the museum swapped skulls. Today, 
the Brontosaurus is called Apatosaurus, 
which means “deceptive lizard.” That 
hits the nail on the head.

The next time you can’t finish 
your hamburger, don’t give it to 
the dog. Feed it to your plant. 
G) Sound weird? Not if your plant is 
/ carnivorous. 

Carnivorous (kahr-NIV-o-rus), 
or meat-eating, plants eat meat 
to get nitrogen, a mineral all 
plants need in order to grow. 
Most plants get nitrogen from 
soil, but carnivorous plants 
usually grow in swamps or 
marshes where there’s not very 
much nitrogen. So they chow 
down on animals instead. 

This doesn’t mean you have 
to watch your back (or your 
fingers) next time you wade 
through a swamp—carnivorous 
plants don’t eat people. But some 
have been known to munch on 
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lizards, rats and even 1 small 
rabbits. Mostly, though, they 
feed on bugs like flies, 
mosquitoes and roaches. 

How does a plant catch a 
bug? Well, first it tricks the bug 
into coming really close. Some 
plants give off smells that bugs 
like. A sweet smell attracts bugs 
like ants and bees. Other plants 
give off a rotting smell that flies 
especially love. Some 
carnivorous plants also attract 
bugs with brightly colored 
leaves or leaf parts that look like 
dew drops. 

While the unsuspecting bug is 
getting a better whiff or a closer 
look, the plant pounces. There 
are different ways to trap bugs: 
Sundews have gooey stuff on

their leaves that bugs get stuck 
in. Pitcher plants have long 
flowers that are like one-way 
tunnels—bugs can go down but 
can’t climb back up. 

But the plants with moving 
traps, like the Venus flytrap, are 
the most fun to watch. The 
Venus flytrap has leaves that 
look like a clamshell with small 
hairs inside. At first the clam is 
open. A passing bug smells 
something sweet and comes 
closer. When it touches the 
hairs, the flytrap knows that 
supper’s ready.

Or that he’s driving one of his 
seven cars. {His collection includes 
two Porsches, a Lamborghini, a 
Ferrari, a jeep anda Vector.) Or 
maybe it is simply because Andre 
became the world’s fourth-ranked 
tennis player before turning 21 
this past April. 

Andre doesn’t want to be treated | 
like a superstar, though. In fact, 
he still seems a lot like a kid. 

“Are we going to your house?” 
the DISNEY ADVENTURES 
reporter asks Andre. 


“T don’t have a house,” Andre says. 
“T’m sleeping on my parents’ sofa!” 
When he’s not home with Mom and 
Dad, Andre is sleeping in hotels and 
airplanes, playing tournaments and 
fulfilling sponsorships that earn him 
anywhere from $6 to $9 million a year. 
All this started when Andre was four, 
and already had a tennis racket in his 
hand. “And I could return 100 balls over 
the net without missing,” Andre says. 
At age 13, Andre went toa 
boarding school tennis 
academy in Florida 
instead of a traditional 
high school. “It was like 
boot camp,” he says. 
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“They woke us up at 
6 o'clock in the morning, 
and classes started at 
7:45. We took regular 
lessons from 8 to 12:30 
—you know, math, 
science, history, English, 
the basic stuff. By 1:30 
we were out on the 
court. The rest of the 
day was all tennis, until 
5:30 or 6. The highlight 
of the whole week was 
on Saturdays, when 
they let us go to 
the mall.” 
Andre turned 
professional 
when he was 16 
years old. He 
won $5,000 in his 
, first tournament and says: 
“T thought that made 
me the richest kid in 
the world!” 
Now he has won 
many tournaments, 
including helping the 
United States to victory 
in the December 1990 
Davis Cup. Andre also 
endorses a line of 
sporting goods 
and clothes. His 
unusual wardrobe 
(that he helps 
design) is selected 
for him by NIKE 


far in advance, from shirts to 
shoes. “I never get to decide 
what to wear!” he says, laughing. 
“All my clothes are picked out for 
me for every tournament.” 

This summer he’ll even 
wear basic white for Wimbledon. 
“It’s tradition,” he says. 

But Andre hasn’t always 
obeyed tradition. He’s been 
called a rebel for sometimes 
getting into arguments with the 
umpires and “misbehaving” on 
the tennis court. 
Andre wants 
everybody 
to know that 

it comes 
from being 
competitive. 
“And I’ve 
had some 
growing up 
to do,” he 
admits. 
“Remember, 
I’m still 
; pretty young. 
When I was 15 or 16, I did a lot 
of things I regret deeply. Today, 
I’m a better person.” 

Even as he says this, behind 
the wheel of his car, Andre 
suddenly notices that he is going 
a bit too fast. 

“Uh-oh,” he says, stepping on 
the brake. “School zone.”

By the time Patrick Fahy of 
Chicago was nine, he had tossed 
balls to Ivan Lendl and fetched 
orange juice for Jimmy Connors. 
Chris Evert even signed his shirt. 
How did Patrick get to hang out 
with these tennis superstars? It 
was his job. Patrick was a 
tennis ball boy. 

Tennis ball boys and girls 
" are the kids you see at pro 
tournaments, dashing along the 
net and back lines, scooping up 
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' ie. 
loose balls. They’re mostly 
volunteers who love tennis and 
want to meet the players. Some, 
like former ball boy John 
McEnroe, even become tennis 
stars themselves. 

It’s not always easy to become 
a tennis ball grabber. At the U.S. 
Open, for example, teenagers 
compete against adults for the 
ball-handling jobs. 

But most big tournaments need 
ball kids, says Randy Weidemann 
of Chicago’s Volvo Tennis Pro 
Tournament—and they'll take 
kids even younger than Patrick 


Fahy. “Only 20 new people 
applied for our tournament last 


year,” he says, “and we hired 
every one of them.” 
Being a tennis ball kid isn’t all 


=~ bouncing balls, however. “We 
look for kids who can throw a ball 


the length of the court on one 
bounce, on target,” says 
Weidemann. “We look for speed. 
And we look for kids who know 


the game. That’s all there is to it.” 


Well, sometimes it takes more 
than that. Like the case of the 
Ball Boy Exterminator. When a 
giant moth crash-landed near 
tennis star Michael Chang ata 
recent U.S. Open, he tried to shoo 
it off the court without hurting it.
